Nobody should be surprised that it 
is also a frequent cause of insanity 


but it may be a surprise to learn .. 


that flirtation,, when’ prescribed by 
a doctor and, like any other danger- 
ous medicine, taken in carefully 
supervised small doses, sometimes 
saves.a person from going crazy. 
. Dr. Leslie B. Hohman, psychiat- 
rist at Johns Hopkins University, 
. recently described to the American 
' Medicial Association just such a 
case. -A_ brilliant physician-surgeon 
had reached the prime of life, with 
skill and fame at their peak, and 
just then he mysteriously started to 
go to pieces, : F 
The first symptom was a growing 
‘inability to concentrate his mind as 
was necessary for diagnosis: He 
not only slowed down. mentally but 
physically, which was aggravated 
by sleeplessness. Soon he lost in- 
terest in the important matters of 
the career and began to waste hts 
energy fretting about comparatively 
trivial things. Steadily he grew 
.worse until for a year and a half 
he had been in a dangerously de- 
pressed state. 
-’ Then he had the good sense to do 
what any person under such cir- 
cumstances should do. He “gave 
himself up” to another’ physician 
who specialised .in obscure mental 
and nervous. disorders. . Everyone 
said that he had overworked, which 
was true, but no necessarily . the 
cause of his trouble. People do 
break down from overwork, but 
’ rarely when the work is successful. 
Nature. seems to permit almost 
anyone to indulge «in - prodigious 
amounts of work, provided he fs 
, happily-triumphant: in it, calling a 
halt on the overwork before it goes 
too far.

Root Doctrine 


In the following August the emin- 
ent lawyer, Mr. Elihu Root, com- 
mented upen a suggestion which Pre- 
sident Wilson had made that the 
Munroe Doctrine, directed against 
uross breaches of the pence on the 
Ainerican continents, should be ¢n- 
larged to take In the whole world. 
Mr.,Root sald that this enlargement 
might seem so natural as to be un- 
important but -that the question tt 
involved was really crucial, and was 
one of the things about which the 
war was being fought. .He added: — 

“The change Involves a- limita- 
lion of sovereignty, moking every 
sovercign State subject to the super- 
jor right of a community of sover- 


cign States to have the peace pre- Eee Eee eee 


served. The acceptance of any such 
principle would be fatal to the whole 
Prussian theory ‘of the State and of 
government. When you have got 
this principle accepted openly, ex- 
pressly, distinctly, unequivocally by 
the whote civilised world you will 
for the first time have x Community 
of Nations,” 

Mr. Elihu Root meunt that in a 
{ruc community of nations there 
eould be no neutrality,-and that the 
sovereign rights of any nation to be 
neutral must be subordinated to 
the superior right of the Community 
to huve the peate preserved. , 


Hardly Understood 


Yet at that moment President Wil- 
son still clung to the American con- 
ception of “the freedom of the seas”, 
or the right ‘of neutral seaborne 
trade to be exempt from capture on 
the high sens in time of war. : 

But when President Wilson took 
part in the drafting of the League 
Covenant in Paris during February, 
1919, it dawned uponhim that neu- 
trality must go If the. world were 
to be oganised for peuce. So the 
League Covenant contained no re- 
ference to “the treedom of the seas”; 
and in explaining this omission to 
a group of ..merican citizens the Pre- 
sident told them that in future there 
could be no freedom of the seas be- 
couse in the League there would be 
no neutrals, This, too, is why he 


-|and ‘the other framers of the League 


Covenant agreed to Article 16 which 
declared that any member of the 
League which should resort to war 
in violation of its undertakings 
should be “deemed to have commit- 
ted an act of war against all other 
members of the League" who could 
not therefore be neutral, 

So strongly was this view held that 
considerable difficulty arose over the 
admission of Switzerland, as a neu- 
tral country, to membership of the 
League. In fact, Switzdrland was 
only admitted a year later-after she 
had subscribed to a resolution draft- 
ed by the chief British delegate, Mr. 
A.J. Balfour, (afterwards Earl) 
that “the conception of neutrality of 
the Members of the League {is in- 
compatible with the principle: that 


>|all members will be obliged to co- 


operate in'-enforcing respect for their 
engagements,” though Switzerland 
was released from any obligation to 
take part: in military action on be- 
half of the League, - 


Vision of Reality 


This vision of reality began to be 
obscured when, in 1920, the United 
States refused to join the League 
and became’ potentially’ neutral to— 
wards it. Great Britain, France and 
othet countries then ° reconsidered 
thelr own positions, Great Britain in 
particular refusing to bo bound in 
advance by any obligation to help 
in ensuring “collective ‘ security” 
against war. 

Tho international position stendily 
deteriorated until, in 1928, an at- 
tempt was made to reverse the pro- 
cess‘ by the Pact of Paris for ‘the 
Renunciation of War as an Instru- 
ment of Natlonal Policy. Yet here 
again, the event soon showed that 
nations which renounced war with- 
out at the same time , renouncing 
their neutrality. towards war-makera 
had assumed no “binding. - obligation

Soon or late, civilised nations will 
be compelled in: self-defence to ex— 
tend to the affairs of an international 
community the sound - principle of 
English Common Law which makes 
it an indletable offence for any mem- 
ber of the national community to 
be neutral as between lawbreakers 
und the .upholders of the pence.

make no apology. 


It gives a vivid picture 


from the viewpoint of a girl less than sixteen 
years. of age, a girl determined to make, the 
best of. things, and clearly writing from that 


point of view under 


the strong impulse of the 


impression created by her experiences. 

The girl is the daughter of a well-known Hong 
Kong resident, and her letter breathes the air 
of sound common-sense, open to none of the 
accusations unwisely. made against writers 
of the complaints that have reached Hong 


Kong. The letter 
“We have been torn away from 
our glorious Fort McKinley and 


dumped —~ just dumped — in the 
slums of Manila, 

We were just beginning to uccus- 
tuin ourselves to long sunny duys on 
{he fresh green ncres of the Fort, the 
Kindly soldiers, the deliclous Ameri- 
ean food served in the army uten- 
sils of nluminitim, the mosquito nets 
ond all other facilities: placed at our 
disposal, when the rumour came that 
we were belng moved. 

“Meny people rejoiced. First of 
ult crowd was picked to go to Ba- 
gulo, we were not-umong these and 
congratulated ourselves on that fact 
— Baguio was cold, lonely and ex 
pensive, we told one another, 

“Then another rumour formed, 

Arew and finally crystallised into 

two jong tlats of people to go to 

Manila. Further information totd 

us that the Walled Clty wae our 

destination, into some hotel, 


Sounded Romantic 


“this sounded romantic and a 
hotel simucked of privacy and hot 
buths, Then more tales flew round 
-- some said the Walled City was 
nice, others said it was Ike Wan- 
chet, We firmly shut our cars to 
this and deelded to wait and sec, come 
forting ourselves thut the Red Cross 
would take care of us, 

“We were to leave on Monday, the 
15th, ‘Chis wll happened on Friday, 
the 12th, Saturday, passed drowsily, 
Sunday we nattended church and an 
orchestral concert and Vespers. I 
couldn't steep, none of us wanted to 
leave the fort, it was a glorious moon- 
Nt night — but we had to wake at

After tiffin the Filipino cooks ‘wished 
us good-bye ‘and “muabuhy,” which 
means —- prosperity or long tife, the 
best word in the language. 


Round-The Pool 

“One last walk round the geld-tish 
bool and the stream; then the army 
trucks arrived, were duly loaded 
with luggage und people and we 
cheerfully set forth on our travels 
agin in’ bright sunshine. On we 
went at a good 20 miles an hour, past 
paddy fields and tangled vegetation 


, through uw native matshed village and 


on to) Munila; past the’ residential 
quarter and on till the Walled City 
cume inty view — but not mighty 
towerlng walls. ‘The walls — which 
had gardens on top — ure‘ barely as 
high as a low two-storied house and 
are built of black: stones, 

“This ts old Manila built by the 
Spaniards in the 16th century, or 
something, |The gate hus long since 
sone and we drove in.

“After about two streets we 
stopped, We all thought It was

“We just stared’ at one another 
but hope still reigned. . : 

“It-.may be better Inside,” we 
thought, so we went in followed by 
soldiers with our luggage. Our 
heavy baggage had’ gone on ahead

Rowildered, wo followed the crowd 
up a wide filght.of stone steps with 
wrought iron railings on elther side 
und gilt dancing maidens on pedes- 
tala ‘Now we reached the second 
storey, still like a crowd of sheep. to

reads: 

“Over a very slippery floor to a 
large room Mied with beds we were 
escorted, umid overpowering heat 
and air heavy with dirt. We Imme- 
diately dived at some beds near the 
window, dumped our things and 
looked around us, ‘ 

“The room had a stage at one end 
and owas evidently an erstwhile 
ballroom. The celling Is prettily 
patterned with fleurs-de-lis but the 
walls are a grimy yellow and there 
was a strong smell of kerostne. 

“The room contained about 100 
heda but mot alf were occupled. 

Several women falnted—and no 

wonder, 

"On looking out of the window--a 
yard away or so it seemed, were 
grubby shops and leering nutlves, 
Many women sat und eried, others 
Just stared dully, dry-eyed, dry- 
lipped. T went exploring.- 


Building Of Wood 


“The building was evidently old 
and was made of wood, It followed 
no definite pattern and some rooms 
were lower and some ao few steps 
higher than others, 

“There was much openworls carv- 
ing for. ventilation above doors and 
near the ceiling: between rooms, 
Plaster was falling off the walls and 
many boarda creaked but all were 
waxed and slippery. ‘The sickening 
smell of kerosine clung to every- 
thing. . 

“Then I was shown the boys’ room 
it was like a prison—hot as on 
oven with a small window high up 
and barred. 
you could touch them—rusty 
roofs. 

“Ina similar room next to it were 
three small bables, all under mine 
months and thelr tired mothers. 

“To went further; there were many 
more of these small rooms sud all 
bables and young children had been 
placed in them. 

"The conditlons of the — tollet 
Were correspondingly — bud—darls, 
smelly places, cracked baths, impere 
fect flushes and dingy showers, The 
place had evidently once been very 
fashionable but all its gilt splendour 
was tawdry now, [t would be a good 
bullding for an example of archt- 
tecture of un ancient year. 


Tiny Babies 

“Whon t saw tlay bables in those 
tiny rooms and tn this foul locality 
- | ulmost) wept with pity; then 
neadually we learned more. The 
place Is infested with rats—and 
cocan't keroaine remind you of an 

antl-bug flutd? 

“The army people had stayed one 
night and had fled. They had found 
ereepy crawlles on thelr things und, 
which scems almost incredible, two 
or three of the reoms ure occupied 
by Fillping men who stroll around 
in bathrobes und:leer ut the white 
women. Hutt and most of the others 
do not blame the American Red 
Cross, 

“They: have done thelr best but 
one or tv of them ure barely civil. 
We are apparently considered us un- 
wanted animals shifted from place to 
place, these high-up officials mutter 
“Evacuces here? Oh, move them 
on," and quite forget the incon- 
venience und tho trouble they cause. 

“The British consul and bis wife 
have promised to come and Investi- 
gate three or four times but — have 
they? Oh no, they daren’t, they’d 
gct lynched! But I consider the 
worst scandul is this, there Js a Bri- 
tlsh club ‘here, a beoutiful place, 
which could casily house 500 women 
ond children, but the British people 
absolttcly refuse to glve up their 
club to thelr own neople. 

“So surely, if our own people can't 
be bothered about us, why should 
the Amorieans? There is, however,

A Parable

issues had the effect of clearing the atmosphere with- 
out doing anything to remove the community-wide sense 
of grievance. Those who have complained so bitterly of 
discrimination, and who are backed by an accumulating

(Hong Kong residents would not 
think’ it uncomfortable), and from 
Christmas until Easter as = many 
people as possible repair to their 
seaside cottages, where wives and 
children spend lazy days by the 
sea and husbands join the party at 
the .weel-end; {t Is unfortunate that 
Brisbane, which above all needs 
cooling breezes, is‘ so far from the 
sea, . 

Sandgate, on Moreton Bay,:is the 
nearest beach and It is 16 miles by 
road from Brisbane. 

Southport, some 60 miles away, 
ls the mest popular scaside resort 
(many people live there perman- 
ently) and, unlike its English 
namesoke, there Is no necessity to 
take a tram out to the end of the 
plier to sce the sea when the tide 
Is out... . just across the bridge 
is the aptly named beach Surfers’ 
Paradise, with.an adjoining: hotel 
with a private zoo in the grounds. 


Wise Women 


Needless’ to say, Ilse all seaside 
places, rents in mid-scason are 
astronomical, and it is a wise wo- 
man who, if she -has children and 
no other ties, lenses a seaside cot- 
tage at o moderate rental for the 


whole season and makes it her 
home. There !s another’ aspect of 
thls question which might not 


have occurred to women who have 
spent.thelr entire married lives. in 
Hong Kong—servants in Australia 
are the exception, not the rule; 
children’s nurses are in the luxury 
class and are met only in. the weal- 
thiest homes; mony women do all 
thelr own work (including wash- 
ing), look after the children, help 
in the garden, Icod a busy social 
Nfe, and look very attractive into 
the bargain, but they have grown 
up to the Ife. 


Hong Kong women, accustomed 
may 
well prefer to live at the scaside 
where the kiddies (and Mother too) 
enn live in swim sults, and meals 
take the form of plenics. The 
servant prob’em in Australin .is 
very real and docs’ not vary much 
in ony capital city—factories and 
chain stores, with thelr regular 
hours gf work and on impersonal 
“boss,” appenl to girls far more 
than domestic work,.and as 
loured lobour 1s ‘impossible to 
obtain thanks to the “White Aus- 
tralia” policy, perforce Mrs. Aus- 
tralia manages as best she can for

Many people have 
heard of Manly, for Instance, but 
may not realize that it. is, as well 
as belng a great seaside resort, one 
of Sydney's most charming resid- 
ential arcas, with such a good shop- 
ping centre that it Is rarely neces- 
sury to take the half-hour ferry 
trip to Sydney.

Bohemia 


Its city counterpart is King's 
Cross, not far from the heart of 
Sydney where, in the piping days 
of peace, people of every national- 
ity rubbed: shoulders in the delicates- 
sen shops. It is the Mecca of Bo- 
hemians, a city within a clty which 
awakens at 6 p.m., and a stroll along 
the brilliantly, lit shopping area, or 
an hour browsing over coffee In

the gracious, tree-lined roads and
